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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The submission under 37 CFR 1 .1 32 filed 26 MAR 2009 is sufficient to overcome 
the rejection of claims 1 , 3-9 and 13-25 based upon Andolfatto. Applicant shows that 
the reaction chemistry does not produce the results asserted by Examiner in the 
previous Office Action and further shows that the reaction proceeds to the same 
conclusion in either a reducing or inert atmosphere. 

2. As a result of the amendment, Claims 1 0-1 1 have been canceled and Claims 1 , 
8, 13, 20 and 24 have been amended. No new matter is introduced as a result of the 
amendment. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 , 3-9 and 1 3-25 are allowed. 

4. As discussed in the previous Office action, the closest prior art of record in the 
application is the combination of Darolia and Andolfatto. Applicant has shown that 
Andolfatto cannot produce the result of depositing pure zirconium metal into a 
zirconium/aluminum alloy coating as required by the claims as amended.
